PRESIDENTIAL GOVEHRNMENT.
Frem the Mall Nall GGacae,

Weé have recently beon invited to ﬂht‘ly
some of the alabornte (nin-lr'n I»i:l forth |']‘ the
American departmonts. Souwe of them are
very able, and muost of thom eoutain m_n-n.h
useful infortuntion, It in therefore n wubjeol
of natnral regret that their infinences upon the
national I'ﬂip]n[inn is a0 vory uncertain. Jon-

ns may, if it pleases, givo them eoffcct; or,

f it plnn!u'". Ay throw them saside as so
much waste paper.  As members of adminis-
tration have no seats in the House, they can-
pot be certain of gaining an advoecate
for their sohemes or pressing them with
authority mpon the attention of the Legis-
laturo. This has often been remarked by
theoretical writers as a palpable defact in tha
United States Constitution, How ecould gov-
ernmwent be effectually carried on in England,
they aek, if Mr. Lowe had not the opporin-
nity of defending his own financial schemes,
or Mr. Gladstone could only recornmend Par-
linment to reform the Ir land laws in a
Eind of official pamphlet? Obviously, our
whole theory of government would be npset
by a change to the American system, and
people sometimes wonder at the blinduess
which prevents them from following our ex-
ample by adopling so obvious, and, as we
paturally think, so indubitably beneficial an
alteration.

The advantages of the English system are,
indeod, palpable; and the first step towards
constitutional government in Franoe aund
other Continenial countries consists in the
adoption of our system. It may be worth
while to inguire shortly why the United States
form an exception to this rule, and whether
it is possible to make out any cnse for their
very different practice. Constitutions can-
not be considered piccemenl; and it may be
that an apparently trifling change is more
vitally connected with the whole system than
may be at first sight obvious. The plan was
originally adopted in obedience to the pre-
vailing theory at the time that the exeoutive,
leginlative, and judicial departments should
be a8 independent as possible; but the instinot
which sanctioned that theory may have had
deeper grounds than any abstract politioal
specnlations, which for the most part have

ready become obsolete. The real difference
between the two systems is, indeed, wide
enongh, If General Grant were bound to
select his ohief ministers from Congress, as
Queen Victoria selects hers from the houses
of Parliament, he would be simply a consti-
tational ruler. His power and his responsi-
bility would be enormously diminished. He
must of course take the leaders of the party
which bad the majority, and must substan-
tially carry out their policy. Ie wounld be
nothing more than the head servant of Con-
gress; or, indeed, considering the strictness
of party organization in America, he would
be littlo more than nn ostensible official,
whose name would appear at the foot of
Btate documents, but whose practical influ-
cnce over aflairs would be merely such as his
ministers chose to give hLim or as he
might gpin by private intrigues., As mat-
ters stand, the DPresident can really
exercise @ very pgreat power, eoven
when, as in the cnse of Mr. Johnson, he is
oppoted to the nmjm'i:f of Congress and of
the country., If backed by public opinion,
even with a mmjority of Uongress against
him, he would be able, as in the caso of Gene-
ral Jackson, to exercise n groater power than
almost any Buropean ruler, The change sng-

ested, then, would amount to reducing the

resident from a very powerful DPrime
Minister to mere pageant; and it is plain that
guch a change, whatover its merits, would be
& very serious affair. In an old country we
can understand a constitutional sovereign,
tho limits of whose power, though not very
gtrictly defined, rest n‘zon long prescription,
and aro surrounded by a halo of historioal
asgociations. Dut such an institution is ona
of the things which, in the
common phrase, grow and are not
made, A democracy, building up everything
afresh and upon first principles, desires that
its executive should be the practical working
force, and not a great name concealing the
renl springs and levers of the machinery,
Soch s demoeracy as that in Awmerica,
moreover, is not afraid of extrusting groat
powers to ita ruler; it knows that his respon-
gibility to its will is thoroughly established,
and that if there is any tyranny, it will not
be the tyranny of an emperor, but that of a
majority, to which it has no particnlar ob-
joction. In our colonics the governors can
aoct as the viceroys of tha constitutional
monarch, of whese prestige they mors or
less partake; but if the colonies were to be-
come independent, they would probably pre-
fer to have a singls ruler rapponsible imme-
diately to them, and not to s body of dele-
gates, whose responsibility wonld be wore
or less frittered away by ils numbers, TIn
ghort, o democracy Jikes to bLave vigor aad
vppily in its executive so long as thers is
no practical danger that it will beeoie inde-
pendent of the popular will.

Another conclusion is egually plain,  Cone
grens is very far indead from beiug strictly
sunlogous to the Engiish Parlimnent.

bules of omniscience sud omupipresence. It
does mol meet ila conatilnentls gt

constitntional law. It has nothing to do with
the great mass of gmall legislative dataily,
and on the most hupull:lllt mattsrs it has to
appeal to the direct intervention of the peo.
ple, The popular sovereiguty, indeed, is no
mere theoretical dogma, The whola nation
appoints its Prime Mivister by ils votes, and
appoints him to do work, and not to be an
imposing but generally inert authority, Iv
:3:111; appoiuts Cm:li;rum to discharge csr-

functions, and dows not desire that any
of its servants shonld oncroach upon the
siphere of duty musrked out for others, [t
follows that, even if it were not for other losw
creditable ¢anses, Qongress would probably
in no case attract so large a part of the ad-
ministrative sabilities of lge country, nod that
it wonld not be so desirable that the ssleetion
g::ﬂnlllarl should be confined to its mem-

wide and intricata question. We will only
remnrk, at present, that the Americans might
mwwke out & ratlier better case than is gene-
relly observed. It i8 a very intrioats syitsm
which allows Parliament practioally to elsst
the executive and to superintend its aotion
in the most mintte details, Now, if we were
starting from first principles, and without
the nid of traditionnl sentiments, wouald ita
advantages he at onee obvious ¥ It does not
follow that, beeause a man 18 o good speaker
or oven a sxilful parlinnentary manager, he
is therefore good at administration. Nor is
it necessarily an advantage to s minister that
his time should bo taken np in constant da.
bates, and his power depend npon fud:mgu«
patlinmentary manouvres. The elder Fox
remnrked in & eritical period that Iichelisu
bimself conld not have governed the country
if ho had been able to spare only two hourm a
day for sttending to the business of adminis-
trintion. The parlinmentary system has many
advantnges, which have been too frequently
pointed out to require mention; but we oan-
not say that, while freeing ministers from
some of the temptations of a close buroau.
cracy, it proves in experionce to be favorable
to administrative eficionoy. Dounbtloss, avan
in thia respect, EnFliuh ministers would com.
pare very favornbly with their Ameriean
nivals; but then Ameriea, even more thau
England, has been a viotim to the singular
superstition that anybody is good enongh to
do the business of government, A country
which changes its u%!cinls summarily every
four years cannot possibly have decently
rood officials; but that is an evil which was
imported long after the original formation of
the Constitution, and ocannot be deseribed as

due to its inherent defects. It e
an result of the intensilty of arly
warfare, mnot of any special political
arrangements. If this most palpable evil

were reformed the American machinery of
overnment might sustain a comparison with
?om‘gn systeme more successfully. The other
change is of less palpable utility, and though
much might be said in its favor, could hardly
be carried into effect without a revolution of
fnat importance and many doubtful bearings.
"ew senaible people would like to see Con

ress made omnipotent, in the hope, possibly
Fll- ounded, that its wisdom would inereass
with its power; bul substantially that wonld
bo the result of permitting or, ns must shortly
come to be the case, of compelling the P'resi-
dent to choose his ministers from its ranks.
The disadvautages arising from the want of
unity in the present system ars unmistaka-
ble; but the disadvantages of giving the
whole power to a body constituted as Con-
grees is at present are scarcely less conspi-
cuous.

RATLROADS —STEEL.
From tha N. ¥. Tribune.

In connection with the report of the Com-
mittee on Ways and Means, we submit to our
readers the following important memorial.
Among the signatures are the names of men
who have been long and familiarly known in
the railroad history of our conntry as shrewd,
far-sighted, and snccessful engineers and
mwanagers, and who are now the efficial repre.
sentatives of more than 13,000 miles of road
aud nearly 20,000 miles of track. One of the
companies on the list will lay more than
21,100,000 worth of stesl rails during the
present year, ‘I'he appeal of such men for
the protection of American labor against the
deadly sssauits of unscrupulons evmpetitors
will command attention, and will donbtless be
read with some degree of eurprise by those
who are ordinarily sstisfied with the super-
ficinl theories of free trade, and do not
trouble themselves to look at important poli-
tical questions under their praciical bhoarings,

Why should the Presidents of powerful and
wealthy railroads ask for an inerease of duties
upon the rails which involve so larga a por.
tion of their ponual expenditures? They
certainly have no desire to throw money
away, or to risk a reduction of dividends
which will erente dissatisfaction among their
stockholders. Under the flerce competition
and continual pressure to which all our great
lines of travel are subjected in order to secure
n reduclion of freights and fares, a rigid
gcrutiny into the details of every imporiant
outlay becomes a matter of imperative nooes-
sity, and no excuse wonld be accepted from
nny officer who would favor an unnecessary
inerease in the running expenses,

But the wanagement of a railroad is not
limited by the mere interests of the moment,
The heavy expenditure of capital in construc-
tion and operation is made with a view to an
unlimited future of steady and continuous
growth and prosperity. It would be poor
policy to buy rails this year at a saving of ten
dollurs per ton, if the purchase would entail
an annnal loss of the like amounnt for ten
yenrs to come.  And this is precisely the risk
which the memorialists seek to avoid. They
krow that the desire to *‘erush out” impor-
tent branches of American manufacture is a
chironie foiling with John Bull, as has besen
mavifested, sometimes by direot threats,
sowetimes by actions more eloguent
then  werds, They know  that when.-
ever ke crushiog ont has been accom-
plished, the foreign uonopolists have
Leen more merciless than herpies in their
extortions, Thay kuow, from their own bit-
tor experience, that the prices of iron rails
were never o nopgstisfactory as whoen our
rolling wills Lad been compellad to dismizg
thieir hands and eloze their works, 1 aving tha
mprket in the undisturbod eontrol of the
Furopetn makers. 'They know that the en.
deayor 1o secmre the lurge trade of the United
Staton has often induced ofers of ruils at

prices Lelow tho cost of
tLel the low prices bave led to a correspond-
ing deteriorution of quulity, They know that
the gafety of travellors, nnd the liabilities of
rallroads for Leavy dumages in eases of aococi-
dent, render it desirable that rails should ba
mwade where the muterials used and the pro-
cepses of manufacturs can ‘be readily in-
spected, They kuow that it was impossible
to obtain oy reduclion in the price of
steel rails uatil steps were takon to establish
Ameriean works, and that, since the inaugura-
tion of home competition, the fursign makers
have raduced the price with ruinous rapidity.
They know that three of the five Awerican
wills buve already been forced to suspend
operations, and that the others will soon be
obliged to follow their examplo if this rapid
reduction is not checked: but that, if a rves-
sonable time 18 granted, inoressing experience
ind fmproved methods will secure cheaper
sud better rails than they could ever hope to
chitain from sn unbridled and {rresponsible
foreign monopoly. And knowing all this,
they wisely seck [or the interposition of Qon-
geess, in order to seoure such healthy comps-
tition a8 will give them an nnintarrupted wup-
ply of trustworthy rails at reasonable prices,

ordered machinery they are helploss in
mid-ocean.”

The moral of this contrast (whether the
Nuvy Department intended it we do not pre-
tend now to conjecturs) is & vory grave ons.
